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“UNCURBED RECKLESSNESS” 

Whether or not the threat by Field Marshal 
Goering, of Germany, that the Nazi air force is 
prepared to make war with “uncurbed reck-. 
lessness” may be taken literally, there can be 
no doubt that the marshal himself practices 
“uncurbed recklessness” when he makes a 
speech. His remarks commemorating the third 
anniversary of the German air force could not 
have been more emphatic in their declaration 
for unrestricted air attack in event of future 
conflict. ‘ 

Such a speech can do nothing but add new 
fuel to the tinder box of central Europe. It 
is a reversion to the ancient days when jingo- 
ism ran rampant in every nation and when 
universal faith in the mailed fist provided the 
trump card in international diplomacy. 

If Goéring’s words are to be taken literally, 
they mean nothing less than a promise of in- 
human slaughter of civilians by bombs drop- 
ping out of the skies for any nation which 
dares to challenge Hitler’s desires to dominate 
Europe and extend the frontiers of Germany 
wherever he wills. 

It should be remembered, however, that it 
is the habit of nationalistic orators everywhere 
to praise, with “uncurbed recklessness,” the 
fighting units who hear them speak. Did ever 
a colonel, addressing his own regiment, describe 
them as anything less than the most effective 
and fineSt fighting force ever assembled? It is, 
by the very essence of military nature, inevi- 
table. a 

Goering, however, was not speaking for the 
ears of his visible audience alone. His speech 
was broadcast to all Europe and, to add em- 
phasis to its international purpose, full copies 
were officially released for world publication. 

There may have been, in his threats, an 
element of bluff. That the efficiency, even of 
German aviation, is not yet perfect is revealed 
in the postponement of proposed bomber ma- 
neuvers, even on the day of the great speech, 
because of hazy weather conditions. 

But just how much fact, and how much 
bluff, is contained in the Goering threats re- 
mains unknown. In the meantime the possi- 
bility that Europe may undergo wholesale dev- 
astation, such as that which has descended 
upon the hapless Chinese, adds no pleasant 
item to the general world outlook. 


A MILEAGE DILEMMA 

The mileage money voted themselves by con- 
gressmen just before the holiday season and 
widely heralded as a “Christmas bonus,’’ may 
prove to be a boomerang, dispatches from 
Washington indicate. A quiet movement is re- 
ported to be on foot, which may mean legis- 
lators will have a fight if they expect to get 
any money for travel for the regular session. 


Few solons, it is said, realize that the money ~ 


appropriated for this purpose was paid out un- 
der the resolution passed at the special ses- 
sion, which merely made available in advance 
the fund already set aside for the ‘present 
' gession. | : 

Smarting under criticism of this liberality, 
leaders have launched a behind-doors cam- 
paign to have any new appropriation killed in 
committee. The reaction to the “Christmas 
bonus” was violent, since it was patently im- 
possible for many of the congressmen to use 
their travel allowance on railroad tickets. No 
mere pin money, the aHowances totaled 
$220,000. 

If the mew appropriation is scotched, eight 
members will be in an unfortunate position: 
because they couldn’t conscientiously take the 
“bonus,” they turned it back. Now they may 
have to hitchhike home or go down in their 
own pockets. For some, this would mean quite 
a sum. 

To seek new appropriations may bring up 
another unpleasant angle, that of reducing the 
mileage allowance. Twenty cents a mile is the 
rate. The amount granted has been estimated 
as enough to transport a congressman, his wife 
and three children, which has not been con- 
sidered overgenerous, provided the money was 
expended for the purpose intended.

AGRICULTURAL FUNCTIONS 
Senator Walter F. George has introduced an 


amendment to the departmental reorganization 


bill, now before the senate, which would pre- » 


vent transfer out of the agricultural department 
of the national forest service, the soil conserva- 
tion service and the biological survey. 

Senator George’s effort to forestall any fu- 
ture attempt to place these activities in any 
alien department should be overwhelmingly 
supported. For there can be no logical reason 
for taking functions which are fundementally 
important items fn any farm program out of 
the jurisdiction of the department dedicated to 
the service of the farmers of the nation. 

The forest service has for years considered 
timber as a growing crop, bringing in its revenue 
annually, just as other products of the soil 
bring annual cash. The old idea that standing 
timber is a resource to be cut and sold as 
rapidly as possible, just.as coal or metals or oil 
are taken from their places beneath the surface, 
has long been exploded. That idea was re- 
sponsible for the ‘greater part of the natural 
disasters of floods and dust storms which have 
devastated wide areas of the nation. Stripped 
of forests, nature has been robbed of that pro- 
tection which was intended, under the divine 
plan, to safeguard against floods and to retain 
on the surface of the earth that fertile, wealth- 
producing top soil from which springs annually 
the harvest. 

Just as timber growing, timber conservation 
and timber harvesting is an intrinsic farming 
function, so is biology and conservation of the 
soil. To take such functions out of the agri- 
cultural department would be to orphan them 
and leave them uprooted, devitalized and de- 
prived of their best opportunities for service to 
the nation. 


TO FORESTALL FAMILY RUIN 


The field of the private social agency— 
those supported by voluntary, private contribu- 
tions—in this day of intensified government 
participation in welfare work has been puz- 
zling to many persons. Why, it is reasoned, 
must there be two distinct services of this type? 

The relationship and the distinction, as well 
as the need of both, has been exemplified in 
the Atlanta Family Welfare Society. The pri- 
mary motive of the private organization must 
now be to help those individuals facing a break- 
down in normal family life. This is the logical 
responsibility of this organization. To do this 
preventive work it is necessary to recognize the 
problem in its early stages before the indivi- 
dual has lost morale and hope of regaining a 
secure status in his community living. It is 
often too late when the husband or the wife 
seek a solution in the divorce court, or when 
the adolescent boy or girl is caught in his third 
or fourth juvenile offense, By this time they 
are often desperately searching for new ways 
to make life, perhaps not happy, but bearable. 
They substitute new and less desirable satis- 
factions for those once inseparable from nor- 
mal, happy family life. 


The private agency can step in at early 
stages of family breakdown, bringing preventive 
measures that can be most effective and con- 
structive through the application by trained 
workers of intelligent and sympathetic assist- 
anee. These measures can be applied before 
the trouble reaches the condition of broken 
homes and neglected children. The breakdown 
of one family must necessarily extend into the 
second generation, because of young people ill- 
prepared to assume normal family responsibil- 
ities. 

From the standpoint of stable family life 
and in ultimate saving to the community, it 
is obvious the Family Welfare Society is direct- 
ing its helping hand into increased areas of 
It performs a mission which a gov- 
ernmental agency cannot hope to accomplish. 
It has assumed a burden which merits the co- 
operation and continued support of its friends.

RULE OF LEARNING 
(From The Greenville Piedmont.) 


It isn’t unusual for lecturers and educators to 
disagree on practically any given subject, but 
when two authorities like Dr. Albert Edward 
Wiggam and Robert Maynard Hutchins take op- 
posite stands on the subject of vocational train- 
ing, is it any wonder the average student may 
get a little confused? 

President Hutchins, of Chicago University, ad- 
dressing the Inland Daily Press convention in 
Chicago, declared: 

“The first responsibility of the college is to 
help the student understand the traditional wis- 
dom of the race. It should not attempt to pre- 
pare people for specific jobs.” | 

On the other hand, Dr. Wiggam, lecturer and 
author of several modern “behavior” books, in- 
cluding “Exploring Your Mind,” was lavish, in a 


recent lecture, with praise of vocational guidance 


not only in college but in high school. 

He declared too many students found their 
abilities by accident, or never found them at all. 

It may be possible that both of the learned 
gentlemen are laying down hard and fast rules 
where no such rules can be applied.

NEW BRITISH POLICY 


WASHINGTON, March 2.—In Lon- 
don, Halifax is in, Eden is out, and 


the devious processes of international haggling have begun. Here 
in Washington, the ruling spirits of the State Department have had 
time to assess the new situation, and, on the whole, they find it 


good. 


As they explain it, the defeat of Edenite idealism may not be 
pretty, but it does improve the chances for some sort of appease- 
ment in Europe. And if an old-fashioned balance of power is re- 
established, then Great Britain will be able to play a more assertive 
part in the Far East. Thus this country will benefit by a relaxation 
of European tensions, and by an easing of our Far Eastern task. 

Such is the official view. In unofficial, but informed, eyes, the 
fall of Eden has also had a strictly local, distinctly encouraging 


repercussion. 


It has cut the ground from under American advo- 


cates of a romanticist foreign policy, since rushing to the rescue of 
“the democracies” loses its appeal, now that it is clear Great Britain 


will not join the rescue party.

oralizing on foreign affairs has 


pervaded the administration, not excluding the White House, The 
lapses have been “largely responsible for the gradiose overtone in 


American fofeign policy in recent months. 


While they have had

perts, they have given that course a deceptively belligerent color. 

A case in point was the strange speech of Secretary of the In- 
trior Harold L. Ickes, in which he advised Great Britain to join 


in a democratic rescue party two days after Eden’s fall.

faintly presumptuous Ickes Chautauqua lecture had an interesting 


history.

Broadcasting Company’s American representative, as one of a series 
of addresses on a BBC international short-wave hour. A manu- 
script was sent to Green by Ickes, and copies were distributed to 
newspapers on. Saturday, when the English cabinet crisis was ma-

added, indicating that the secretary was speaking purely personally. 

At the time, the additional paragraph looked like a concession 
to events.

According to report, the speech was rot shown to State De- 
partment officials until the week end. Their reaction to it was 
promptly explosive, yet the speech could not be withdrawn. Thus 
the watering down paragraph was added. 


THE SITUATION ABROAD While it’s probably most impor- 


tant that such vagaries as the 


Ickes speech can hardly recur now, the State Department analysis 
of the new European picture is also distinctly worth attention. 
The departmental viewpoint, as it’s privately explained, is that 
Eden resigned in a spasm of impracticality. Eden’s insistence on 
concessions from Italy before beginning talk of a deal is looked on 
as silly. There is relief that the talk of a deal has begun, since it's 
felt that the conversations offer a double-barreled chance for real 
improvement in the whole European situation. 
In the first place, an Anglo-Italian deal, no matter how dis- 
agreeable its terms, would end the tension in the Mediterranean. 
And in the second, now that Hitler has a foothold in Vienna, it 
would tend to make Mussolini remember his original distaste for 


a Nazi empire extending to his own back door. 


Thus a deal would 


work in two ways toward a restoration of the ancient European 


balance of power. 


The balance of power, the European modus vivendi of the past, 
is regarded as a much more stable and sensible arrangement than 


the present alignment by ideologies. 


If a reasonable balance of 


power is restored, the time may even come when international 
face-making is no longer the accepted mode of diplomacy. 


EAST As for the results of a restored balance of 
oe oan power in the Far East, it’s pointed out 


that, once she is fairly safe in Europe, Great Britain can no longer 
plead a previous engagement when she ought to take positive steps

It’s Business. 


If there is anything about 
which my knowledge is sub-zero 
it is the business of running 4 
bank. Just what makes for suc- 
cess in the banking profession— 
other than the general qualities 
necessary for success in any un- 
dertaking, from ditch-digging to 
surgery—is a matter of com- 
plete mystery to me. 

However, there is a bank in 
Pikeville, Ky., a mountain town 
of only 4,000 inhabitants, but 
with a thickly populated, indus- 
trialized surrounding _ territory, 
which almost doubled its business 
in 1937 and now runs in excess 
of $2,000,000 business annually. 

John M. Yost is the active head 
of the institution. He is cashier 
and vice president. When I read 
of the most peculiar manner of 
running a bank he practices, with 
its attendant results, it seemed 
worth passing along. Not only 
for the benefit of the banker or 
so who may occasionally glance 
at this column, but because there 
might be some suggestion of value 
to other folks, too.

Soft Music 
All Day Long. 


Beginning the day’s work at this 
bank, is a song service. Then one 
of the personnel reads a verse 
from the Bible and this is fol- 
lowed by discussion of some cur- 
rent topic. Then, all through the 
business day, soft music is borne 
by amplifiers to the banking room 
and all individual offices, to light- 
en the work of all employes. 

The walls of the bank are hung 
with good paintings and there is 
a refrigerator full of soft drinks 
for the employes, without charge. 
In cold weather, a coffee perco- 
lator is kept going all day. 

There are, too, bandit-barrier 
fixtures and bullet-proof glass be- 
hind which the money is handled. 
Prospective bank robbers need 
not think that music and paint- 
ings and flowers and song serv- 
ices indicate a place easy to knock 
over for all its cash on hand. 

The bank holds frequent flower 
showers, to encourage beautifica- 
tion of the town and, because Mr. 
Yost likes to see hollyhocks grow- 
ing wherever he goes about the 
county, 5,000 packages of holly- 
hock seeds were given away by 
the bank last year. The institu- 
tion owns a flower garden of its 
own, several acres in extent, 
from which comes a steady supply 
of cut flowers for the bank and 
bouquets for customers and 
friends. 


The Salaries 
Paid Employes. 

The minimum salary paid any 
permanent employe is $85 a 
month and it is automatically 
raised to $100 before the first 
year of service is ended. After 
the first year, an employe has two 
vacations a year—with pay—two 
weeks in summer and one week

in winter. Every employe who 
has been with the bank five years 
gets a full month’s vacation with 
pay every year and an additional 
month’s salary as a Christmas 
gift. , 

The bank helps mountain 
youngsters who want edu- 
cations by providing loans for 
college courses. A dozen.of these 
students, financed by the bank, 
graduate each year. Then, any 
college graduates who want to 
learn banking are taker into the 
institution for training. Many of 
these later go to other banks. 

Just suppose that, ’most any- 
where else on earth, employes of 
a business institution had organ- 
ized and demanded music all day, 
unlimited free soft drinks, a 
month’s holiday each year, a 
month’s extra salary.each year as 
a Christmas gift, cut flowers on 
every desk and paintings on every 
wall. 


The story would have been car- 
ried on every press service in the 
world and ‘published as a fantas- 
tic and amusing item. 

But, in Pikeville, Ky., it is in 
practice. Just an idea of Mr. 
Yost’s. 


Remember, however, the bank 
is prosperous. “This,” says Mr. 
Yost, “is not the result of chance, 
but the consequence of gradual 
approval of our methods of - ‘ng 
business, and of our community 
program.”

JAPANESE PREMIER 
HIT ON DRAFT BILL 


Called Fascistic; 
Prince Says Criticism Is 
‘Premature.’ 


TOKYO, March 2.—(#)—Pre- 
mier Prince Fumimaro Konoye 
declared today that it would be 
“premature” to brand the pro- 
posed national mobilization bill as 
fascistic, because the Japanese 
national policy is so remote from 
those of Italy and Germany. 

The premier ran into a wither- 
ing barrage of questions about the 
controversial measure, which 
members of the diet (parliament) 
have bitterly opposed on the con- 
tention that it is dictatorial, fas- 
cistic and of such nature as to de- 
prive the people of their constitu- 
tional rights. 

“Questions have been asked as 
to whether the bill was an imita- 
tion of a similar German bill,” 
Konoye said. “Germany’s statute 
operates constantly, while the pro- 
jected Japanese legislation would 
be enforced only in wartime.” 

Asserting the bill “does not aim 
at a dictatorship” in Japan, the 
premier said “it was formulated 
after careful consideration, taking 
the merits and abandoning the 
demerits of foreign laws in order 
to suit Japan’s particular situa- 
tion.” 

The bill would give the govern- 
ment a tight grip on Japan’s eco- 
nomic life, even to the extent of 
being able to “expropriate” sub- 
jects of the empire and cause them 
to be engaged in a general mobili- 
zation of business.

Federal and Georgia officials 
will meet at Dalton, Ga., today, to 
formulate. plans for marking the 
course of General Sherman’s 
march from Chattanooga to At- 
lanta. 

Charles N. Elliott, director of

JAPANESE BOAST 
OF SING SLAUGHTER 


At Least 50,000 Casualties 
Reported in Demoralized 
Chinese Retreat. 


SHANGHAI, March: 2.--(P)— 
Japanese boasted today that flee- 
ing Chinese troops suffered at 
least 50,000 casualties in demoral- 
ized retreat through Shansi prov- 
ince. 

The slaughter continued  un- 
abated, Japanese communiques 
said, as they mercilessly drove 
Chinese forces toward the mighty 
Yellow river. 

Advance of the Japanese army 
was so rapid that it was neces- 
sary to use airplanes to supply 
forward elements with food. Mo- 
tor, animal and train transport 


lagged far in the rear, the Japa- 
nese said. 


harassed the 
nese troops, turning their retreat 
into a disastrous rout. 

The snow-blanketed, frozen bat- 
tle fields between Lingshih and 
Linfen, along the railway running 
north and south through the heart 
of Shansi, were said to be littered 
with Chinese corpses. 

Extreme cold weather and in- 
adequacy of medical facilities were 
reported to have contributed ex- 
tensively to devastating losses of 
Chinese manpower. 

The Chinese, while admitting the 
loss of more than 10 districts in 
central Shansi during the past two 
weeks, denied their retreat was 
disorganized. They declared the 
Japanese were paying a heavy 
price for victories. 

It was asserted that 1,000 Japa- 
nese were killed in a single en- 
gagement near Lingshih.

BRITANN WARNED 
OF DEFENSE COSTS 


Taxpayers T old F ive- Year 
Arms Plan To Exceed 
Original $750,000,000. 


LONDON, March 2.—(/)—The 
British government told its tax- 
payers today its vast five-year re- 
armament plan would cost even 
more than the originally planned 
$7,500,000,000, and warned them to 
expect still larger bills for de- 
fense. 

Earlier, an air ministry memo- 
randum .disclosed that Britain 
would spend more than $5C0,000,- 
000 on her air force alone in the 
year beginning April 1—an indi- 
cation of the towering cost of 
Britain’s determination to forge an 
impregnable defense of her-em- 
pire. 

_The air force bill, which par- 
liament is expected to approve, 
virtually doubles that of the 1937- 
38 fiscal year, the first year of the 
1,500,000,000 pounds ($7,500,000,- 
000) five-year rearmament pro- 
gram. 

Army and navy estimates will 
be issued tomorrow and Friday, © 
respectively. 

A government white paper, re- 
viewing rearmament already ac- 
complished, frankly declared: 

“It must therefore be expected 
that even on the assumption that 
1939, as now seems probable, wil] 
be the peak year for defense ex- 
penditure, the total expenditure on 
defense over the five years 1937- 
41 will exceed the sum of 1,500,- 
000,000 pounds mentioned in the 
white paper of February, 1937.” 

The paper estimated land, sea 
and air rearmament for the fiscal 
year ending March 31, 1939, at 
351,750,000 pounds ($1,758,750,- 
000) and acknowledged even that 
figure would be exceeded in the 
following year which, it predicted, 
would be the peak. 

It did not, however, give a new 
total for the entire 1937-1941 pro- 
gram, merely declaring the origi- 
nal estimate would not be enough 
in face of the mounting war peril 
and rising costs. 

“The continuous development of 
modern armaments,” it concluded, 
“has given rise during the past 12 
months to a number of new needs: 
The growing power and complex- 
ity of new weapons tends to in- 
crease their cost—under present 
international conditions they (ten- 
dencies) must continue to operate 
to enlarge the total of the expen- 
diture.”

Hot springs bubble out of the 
ground in some places in Java, 
and there are geysers as well. .The 
geysers are not nearly so high as 
those in Yellowstone park, but 
they are very interesting to tour-

Even a small geyser is a won- 
der of nature. It throws out a 
jet of hot water and steam from 
time to time.

Tea and coffee are also grown 
on’ farms and plantations. No 
doubt you have heard of “Mocha 
and Java” as famous kinds of cof- 
fee. Mocha coffee gained its fame 
from a port on the Red sea from 
which it has been exported for a 
long time. 

Have you eaten a “tapioca” des- 
sert lately? If so, you have taken 
food from plants grown in the 
tropics. Java and other tropical 
lands produce cassava plants. 
Starch is obtained from cassava 
rootstocks, and is made into the 
little ‘round balls which we call 
tapioca. 

Rubber trees grow in Java, and 
are tapped by native workers. 
Other products of the island are 
sugar, peanuts, coconuts and ba- 
nanas. The people are fond of 
baked and fried bananas, and 
they use one kind of banana as 
a medicine. 

About 100 kinds of orchids are 
found in Java, and 6,000 kinds of 
ferns. Like Ceylon, this island is 
a “tropical paradise.”

Booth To Ask for Order To 
Kill Recent Rise; Claims 
Sale Drop. 


Reduction in ber taxes by exec- 
'utive order of Governor Rivers 
iis being sought by Representative 
Verlyn Booth, of Barrow county. 

Booth asserted he would request 
the Governor to issue an order 
eliminating the recent increase in 
taxes on beer voted by the general 
assembly in special session. 

“The volume of beer sales has 
decreaeed so much under the in- 
crease in taxes that the state is 
not getting any more money from 
this source of revenue than it did 
before the tax hike,” Booth de- 
clared. 

“With the state receiving the 
same amount for its educational 
‘fund under both tax schedules, I 


|think we should make every ef- | 
|fort to bring beer sales volume | 


back to the point where it was,” 
he asserted. 


‘session raised beer taxes 
$1.25 a barrel to $2.50 and in the 
special session hiked the tax to 
$4.50 a barrel. Booth said. Where 
dealers had formerly absorbed the 
tax, the second increase caused 
them to pass it on to the con- 
sumer and this resulted in a sharp 
drop in sales, he asserted. 

It brought 12 and 17-cent bot- 
tle beer where there had been 10 
and 15-cent beer. 

Booth said the state would not 
loose any revenue by eliminating 
the last tax increase and that it 
would shoot sales up again. 

The Barrow representative said 
he hopes to have a decision from 
the Governor within two or three

He started out in the business end of the game as a ticket 
taker at the gates in 1919 and finally was promoted to the job 
of regular ticket seller. 

From 1924 through 1928 he was first assistant sec- 
retary and then secretary of the Atlanta club. In 1929 
he was working fow Brooklyn at Rocky Mount as club 
secretary. 

Brooklyn sent him to Macon the next year as busi- 
ness manager of the Peaches. Paul Richards, now man- 
ager of the Crackers, started catching for Macon that 
very year. Before then he had been an all-star third 
baseman and shortstop.

Rehabilitation Clients’ Net Worth 
Increased Ten-Fold in Two Years 


GRAND JURY CLEARS. 


Average Raised From $50 in 1935 to $500 Last Year, 
Vansant Reveals; Families Prospering by Production 
of Many of Own Home Needs. 


ATHENS, March 2.—(4)—R. L. 
Vansant, state director of the Farm 
Security Administration, today re- 
ported the net worth of rehabili- 
tation clients in Georgia had in- 
creased from an average of less 
than $50 in 1935 to approximately 
$500 at present. 

He said the estimate was based 
on a careful analysis of 2,000 fam- 
ilies selected at random from the 
9,735 families on the rural re- 
habilitation program. 

“These figures,” he said, “were 
arrived at after deducting all in- 
debtedness which a family may 
have, from a reasonable estimate 
of the value of all livestock, equip- 
ment, feed, seed, food and house- 
hold goods on hand.”

Teachers To Be Paid 


| Major Provisions 


Of Tax Measure 


WASHINGTON, March 2.— 
(P)—These are the principal 
provisions of the tax revision 
bill expected to be debated in 
the house tomorrow: 

1. An income tax of 12 1-2 to 
16 per cent on corporations with 
incomes of $25,000 a year or 
less. They would pay no undis- 
tributed profits tax. 

2. A’ 20 per cent tax on most 
corporations with incomes in 
excess of $25,000. Credits ob- 
tained by distributing income in 
the form of dividends could re- 
duce the rate to 16 per cent. 

3. A 20 per cent. surtax on 
corporations if their incomes are 
above $75.000 and if their stock 
is controlled by a family or by 
two to ten. individuals. The 
levy applies only after certain 
deductions are taken. 

4. A modification of the cap- 
ital gains tax as it applies to 
gains on assets retained more 
than a year. A taxpayer could 
pay definite rates of 16 to 39.2 
per cent on such gains, depend- 
ing on the length of time the 
assets were held.

Highway for Doughton 

WASHINGTON, March 2.— 
(P)—The house voted tentative- 
ly today to name the Blue Ridge 
parkway in Virginia and North 
Carolina for Representative 
Doughton, Democrat, North 
Carolina. 

It adopted an amendment to 
the interior appropriation bill, 
offered by Representative Rich, 
Republican, Pennsylvania, to 
make the official name of the 
scenic highway the “Doughton- 
Blue Ridge parkway.”
